ganization of our merchants, manufac- 
turers and producers to unite together 
for the accomplishmont of the general 
purpose of doing all in their power to 
build up the commercial prosperity of 
San Francisco and the State of Califor- 
nia by encouraging tho building of ca- 
nals, competitive systems of railroads, 
steamship lines, and for such other pur- 
pose that may tend to develop the inter- 
ests and trade of our State.

CHEAP 
KESERVOIRS. 


Mr. C. D. Durban says that the cheap- 


est reservoir that a man can build on his 
land for retaining water for irrigation 
purposes is a tunuel run into a hill. An 
open reservoir in a canyon or other suit- 
able place will lose one-third of its water 
during tho Summer 
by evaporation, 


while in a tunnel there is no loss. A 
small spring will supply a tunnel with 
sufficient water for many purposes. 
He 


has illustrated this ia a practical man- 
ner. On his own land at Messilla Valley 
he ran a tuunol Ihirty-fivo feet long into 
a hill, in so doing, tapping a spring; 
this tunnel he dammed up,' leaving a 
space thirty-five feet long and the size of 
the tunnel, which is about five by six 
feet, to be filled with water. The water 
he carried to bis house in pipes and we 
observed that it supplied his dwelling, 
another near by, his barn and drying 
house for raisins, us well as irrigated 
quite a space devoted to flowers for a 
garden. lie says that a tunnel is the 
cheapest and best for:n, and that for each 
dollar expended, one can obtain a space 
equal to twenty-five cubic feet.—Scien- 
tific American.

of any package or can of baking powder 
containing any ammonia in it, not dis- 
tinctly, 
legibly 
and durably branded, 


stamped or marked in a conspioons place 
with the words in the English language 
"this balsing powder contains ammomV' 
in letters of great pica, or any letters equiv- 
alent thereto in length, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and punished by a fine not 
less than $20 nor more than $50; shall be 
confined in the county jail not less than 
ton or more than twenty days or by both 
fine and imprisonment nt the discretion of 
the court. 


SKOTION 2.—The sale or offer for sale of 


the substance mentioned in tho foregoing 
section iu packages not utamped, marked, 
branded or labelled as therein required, 
shall be prima facie evidence of knowledge 
of the character of said substance on the 
pait of the person so selling or offering for 
sale and his employer. 


SECTION 3.—This Act fhall b8 in force 


on and after its passage.

Two Juries ImpanneleU to Try It. 


WTNNEMUCCA, Octoher 21, 1891. 


The trial of B. W. Lewis, indicted for 


the murder of A. H. Ease, October 25tb, 
1890, commenced in the District Court last 
Monday before Jndge Cheney. The case 
is being prosecuted by District Attorney 
Williams and Judge Bonnifield and Hon. 
J. H. MaoMillan are for the defendant. 
Mocdny was occupied ia impanneling a 
jary and when the venire was about ex- 
hausted and eleven jurors in the box it 
was determined to ascertain if the defend- 
ant was sane at the present lime. For 
this purpose another jury was impauneled 
before whom witnesses ore being examined 
to establish the mental condition of the 
defendant not only at the present time, but 
for several years past. Tbe evidence so /ar 
is almost conclusive that the defendant 
not only is now, but for years has been in- 
sane. Nearly all the old settlers and the 
physicians say that he has always been 
eccentric, and of late years, especially 
since the death of a favorite child, his 
actions have been remarkably strange. 
The general opinion is that he tihonld be 
in an insane asylum rather than a prison, 
but what the opinion of the jary is on that ] 
matter will probably not be known for a 
day or more yet, as there are a large num- 
ber of witnesses yet to be examined. If 
the jury finds him insane Lewis goes to tbe 
Asylum to be held for trial until his reason 
is restored, should it ever be. If on the 
other hand the jury finds that he is sane 
his trial will proceed before tho other jury, 
which is DOW in charge of the Sheriff. 
The case attracts considerable attention as 
Lewis is au old resident of the town, and 
has a highly respectable family.

The Tax Kate Mar l>e Lowered. 


We hereby present to oar readers an act 


passed by tbe last Legislature which gives 
power to the Connty Commissioners to re- 
duce the rate of taxation if in their judg- 
ment it is necessary, in order to prevent 
tbe collection of inore money than is 
needed- for the running expenafs of the 
county, after the State Board of Assessors 
and Equalization have increased the valne 
of property in the county by horizontal 
raises. 
If it were in its proper place in 


the statute it would appear somewhere 
between pages 72 and 97 as all the acts 
approved on that date (March 19) appear 
between those pages. Neither is there any 
reference to it in tbe index, and it appears 
on the last page of the eta'nte book. 
The 


act is as follows: 
An Aot in relation to levying and assessing 


taxes for State und county purposes. 
Approved March 10, 1391. 
The people of the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly, do en- 
act ae follows: 


3Ecnon 1. All State and county ta*e§ 


required to be levied by the Boards of 
Connty Commissioners 
of the several 


counties of this State ia pursuance of the 
revenue laws of this State, shall hereafter 
be levied by such Boards of County Com- 
missioueis on or before the first day Mon- 
day of March in each year; provided, that 
if after the equalization of taxes in the 


several counties in thin Stale by the Board 
of Equalization, it shall appear that the 
levy previously made by tbe Board of 
County Commissioners of aoy county of 
this State for county purposes will result 
in the collection of n revenue iu excess of 
tbe requirements of such county for the 
current year, then, and in finch event, the 
Board of County Commissioners in any 
such county shall bare power, and it ia 
hereby mode the duty of such Board of 
County Commissioners to immediately 
meet and reduce tbe rate of taxation so 
previously levied, to such n sum as snob. 
Board ia its judgment may consider suf- 
ficient to insure the collection of such on 
amount of revenue as will answer all the 
requirements of such county for such cur- 
rent year.

THE I>RE»CUNQ SCHEME. 


Extensive Preparations Being Mailo for 


•Working Tailings From the Bed of 
tlie Carson. 
Some new pUus have been formulated 


for the working of the tailings in tbe bed 
of the Carson river by the Rae Dredging 
Company. Mr. Rae was on the Comstock 
yesterday find concluded a contract with 
A. J. MoCone of the Fulton Foundry for 
machinery for a mill to be erected at 
Dayton for the redaction of tailings. 
The 


first Rae dredge was provided with suction 
pipes for the purpose of raising the tailings 
from tbe bed of the river. The pipes be- 
came clogged, however, and the ptocess 
proved impracticable. 
On the dredge now 


in use scoops do the work. Another im- 
provement is to be made also. The boat 
containing the dredging machinery is to be 
done away with- A railroad is to be built 
on the river and the machinery placed on a 
oar which will run upon it. The tailings 
are first to be concentrated and theu 
milled. The preparations^* being made 
insure at least a fair test of the dredging 
proposition, and if tbe results are satis- 
factory a new industry of considerable pro- 
portion will have been established on the 
Carson river.—Enterprise.
